Iifr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleas^ore  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  town  for  the  year  19'^5*  The  report  takes  its  usual 
form  and  contains  a  section  on  the  viTork  of  the  Puhlic  Health 
Inspectors  and  Cleansing  Department  and  also  a  section  on  those 
services  administered  "by  the  County  Council  in  this  area. 

Statistically  the  year  compared  unfavourahly  with  19^4* 

There  were  fe\Ter  Births,  322  against  3^0,  and  more  deaths  300 
against  294 •  The  infant  death  rate,  hoTvever,  wa-s  lower  this  year, 

5  in  1965 >  8  in  1964  and  there  v/as  a  diminished  incidence  of  the 
infectious  diseases. 

In  Septemher  \ie  were  suddenly  precipitated  into  a  mass 
poliomyelitis  immunisation  effort  which  is  recorded  in  the  report 
on  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  I  would  like  here 
to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all  memhers  of  the  Public 
Health  staff,  including  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  for  their 
invaluable  help  at  a  time  when  team  work  v/as  essential  in  dealing 
with  the  crisis.  Once  again  I  would  like  to  remind  the  public  of 
the  need  to  have  their  children  immunized  in  infancy.  Facilities 
exist  for  this  at  their  own  general  practitioners  surgeries  or, 
at  the  clinic  centres  and  effective  protection  in  childhood  would 
certainly  prevent  panic  when  an  epidemic  occurs  here  or  whei;  there 
is  a  national  scare. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  have 
given  invaluable  help  and  advice  and  I  would  like  to  thanlc  them 
along  with  the  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  support.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Borough  of  Stalyhridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Duicinfield 
and  on  the  north  v/est  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  'Ashton-imder-L^me 
aiid  on  the  north  and  east  by  Mossley  and  Mottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  the  northern  half  lies 

in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lioi  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in  Cheshire, 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  Th  ciiles 
east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400  feet  above  sea  level, 
the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 

SOCIAL  COi'IDITIONS 


I  am  indebted  to  Miss  M.D.  Longden  of  the  Ministr;^’-  of  Labour 
for  the  figures  relating  to  industry  in  the  town.  From  them  it  Y/ill 
be  seen  that  textiles  continue  to  employ  the  bulk  of  the  people  working 
in  the  toira,  the  next  in  order  of  importance  being  engineering  and  elec¬ 
trical  goods. 
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The  comparative  average  of  unemployed  fell  from  183  in  19^4  "to 
133  in  1965  (97  men  and  36  women),  the  highest  figure  of  159  being 
reached  in  January.  The  figures  include  44  disabled  persons  of  v/hom 
35  are  men  -  a  slight  increase  on  the  19^5  figures.  The  numbers

BIRTH  PcATE 


There  v;as  a  decrease  in  the  Births  in  the  Borough  in  19^5 
uhen  322  uere  recorded.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  166  males  and  156 
females,  and  g'ives  a  corrected  livehirth  rate  of  l6.55  per  thousand 
population.  The  number  of  illegitimate  Births  decreased  from  30  to 
20  representing  9*6/^  of  all  Births.  This  rate  has  for  many  years 
varied  Between  and  5;^  "but  the  last  four  years  have  shown  a  gradual 
increase

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DEATH  RATE 


The  rajuiiber  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  increased  hy  6  to  300. 

Of  these  157  T/ere  males  and  143  v;ere  females  giving  a  crude  death 
rate  of  13*88  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalyhridge ,  that  is  the  death 
rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex  distri¬ 
bution  in  Stalyhridge  compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  was 
14.71*  Once  again  the  commonest  cause  of  death  ?7as  heart  disease 
which  claimed  102  victims  against  90  19^4.  Coronary  disease 

accounted  for  JO  of  these  deaths,  a  slight  increase  on  the  year 
before  when  there  were  58.  Chest  conditions  resulted  in  the 
deaths  of  63  people  (41  male  and  22  female)  included  in  which 
figure  are  18  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  31  deaths  from 
bronchitis,  13  pneumonia  and  1  from  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  suicides  increased  from  2  in  1964  to  9  during 
the  year  under  review.  7  were  male  and  2  female. 

INFAHT  MORTAILITY  Ri.TE 

There  were  5  infant  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  8 
in  1964.  This  represents  a  rate  of  15*?3  (22.22  in  1964). 

Sv/ings  of  this  nature  are  likely  when  dealing  v/ith  small  numbers 
but  I  would  call  your  attention  to  Table  VI  which  shows  the  down¬ 
ward  trend  since  19OO. 

STILLBIRTHS 

There  were  12  stillbirths  notified  in  19^5  giving  a  rate  of 
35.93  per  thousand  related  births  (21.74  in  1964)* 

HEO-NATAL  DEATH  RATE 


The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths, 
was  12.42  compared  with  11.11  in  1984* 


PERI-ILiTAL  DEATH  RATE 


This  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surrounding 
the  birth  and  includes  both  neo-natal  deaths  and  stillbirths.  It 
increased  this  year  from  32. 6l  to  47*91  mainly  as  a  result  of  the 
increased  number  of  stillbirths.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

7  samples  of  water  were  taJcen  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  the  results  were  recorded  as  follows 

3  samples  of  Town's  v/ater  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

3  samples  of  a  small  chlorinated  supply  serving  185  houses  in 
the  Millbrook  area  \Yere  taken,  2  were  satisfactory  and  1  unsatisfactory. 

1  sample  of  the  spring  supplies  in  the  Carrbrook  and  Millbrook 
area  were  taicen  and  all  returned  satisfactory  results.  One  rural 
supply  in  the  Carrbrook  district  is  closely  watched  by  the  department 
and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  improvement  brought  about  by  filters 
has  been  maintained.  This  filtered  v/ater  has  always  proved  to  be  of 
a  satisfactory  quality.

The  Dove  Stone  Reservoir  is  now  nearing  completion  and  tests 
for  water-tightness  of  the  enbaiikment  and  surrounding  strata  are 
being  made. 

At  the  present  time  the  rese3r7oir  contains  about  600,000,000 
gallons,  and  the  Committee  are  in  a  much  better  position  to  face  any 
emergency  caused  by  drought  or  winters  of  the  nature  of  1962/3- 

The  Committee  cannot,  of  course,  take  any  action  on  fluoridation 
until  such  time  as  all  the  public  health  authorities  supplied  by  them 
are  in  agreement.  This  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  mains  from  the 
filter  houses  in  passing  tlirough  the  various  districts  of  supply  are 
tapped  for  public  purposes  in  the  area.

Chemical  treatment  is  constant  and  frequent  tests  are  taken  to 
ensure  that  brealcpoint  chlorination  is  present  giving  a  free  chlorine 
reading  of  two  parts  per  million  with  a  potential  hydrogen  reading  of 
7.8  parts  per  million.  The  resultant  bacterial  counts  under  these 
conditions  have  been  nil.

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SPECI7IG  INFECTIONS 

The  notifications  of  infections  fevers  fell  from  375  "to  167  in 
1965  as  a  result  of  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  measles.  The 
figures  for  the  year  are  the  lowest  since  1958  and  it  is  of  interest 
to  compare  this  report  v/ith  those  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  In 
those  days  the  hulk  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
concerned  v/ith  the  control  of  such  conditions  as  smallpox,  typhoid 
fever,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  erysipelas.  In  1902  Dr.  Roherts- 
Dudley  quotes  among  those  conditions  notified  the  following  s-

At  this  time  our  commonest  fever  today  -  measles  -  v/as  not  a 
notifiable  disease  nor  v/as  infantile  paralysis  mentioned.  In  19OO 
20  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  with  3  deaths.  The  epidemic  v/as  not 
confined  to  Stalyhridge  hut  also  involved  Salford,  Bolton,  Oldham 
and  Halifax,  the  result  of  the  contacts  of  the  patient  on  his  return 
home  from  Russia.  There  is  complete  protection  against  this  condition 
hy  vaccination  yet  it  is  a  source  of  amazement  to  me  that  today  one  of 
the  main  reasons  for  consideration  being  given  to  this  procedure  is  in 
order  to  allow  the  individual  to  go  abroad  for  his  holiday. 
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Comment  will  be  found  later  in  the  report  on  the  work  of  the 

department  during  the  mass-  poliomyelitis  immunisation  programme  in 
September, 

For  some  years  past  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  tiinistry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  has  issued  weekly  figures  of  the 
number  of  new  claims  for  sickness  benefit  made  during  the  preceding 

seven  days.  This  is  a  useful  guide  to  the  sickness  in  the  town 
although  it  does  not,  unfortunately,  specify  the  conditions  res¬ 
ponsible.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  nMieteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  section  of  the  Health  DeiJartment. 

The  task  of  carrying  out  inspections  and  recording  all  premises 
registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 
was  started  and  completed  during  the  year  -  this  was  a  completely 
new  task  and  apart  from  the  actual  work  involved  in  inspecting 
premises,  the  preparatory  work  of  reading  and  digesting  the  flood 
of  official  circulars  Vv-as  a  job  in  itselfl 

As  in  years  past  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  again  one 
of  the  main  activities  of  the  Depa,rtment  -  our  present  target  - 
that  of  representing  250  houses  per  year  -  was  again  achieved. 

This  is  no  small  achievement  in  an  Authority  with  a  population  of 
under  22,000.  Since  1954  when  our  post-war  slum  clearance  pro¬ 
gramme  was  started  1,667  houses  have  been  represented  as  unfit  and 
dealt  with  in  80  clearance  areas. 

The  increased  bulk  of  domestic  refuse  to  be  collected  and  the 
shortage  of  suitable  labour,  due  to  full  employment , is  a  constant 
problem.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  accepted  by  the 
general  public  and  is  only  noticed  when  the  collection  is  delayed. 
Due  to  advancement  in  the  methods  of  domestic  heating,  many  house¬ 
holds  both  in  and  out  of  Smoke  Control  Area,s ,  are  dispensing  with 
the  open  fire  and  as  a  result  all  domestic  refuse  finds  its  v/ay 
into  the  dustbin.  This  contribution  to  the  cause  of  Clean  Air  is 
to  be  welcomed,  but  it  does  certainly  cause  difficulties  in  the 
Cleansing  Department*. 

No  member  of  either  the  technical  or  clerical  staff  has  left 
during  the  year  and  it  is  again  vsi?y  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report 
loyal  and  conscientious  service  given  by  all  members  of  the  staff. 

I  would  like  also  to  place  on  record  the  encouragement  always 
received  from  the  Chairman,  Deputy  ChairLian  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  when  matters  affecting  the  Health  and 
Welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  are  brought  forward.

Lighting  Standards. 

D-oring  the  last  three  monthc  of  19^5  visits  were  made  to  obtain  a  general 
impression  of  the  standards  of  lighting  and  it  v^as  found  that  the  lighting  of 
offices  and  shops  generally  was  satisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  lighting  v/as 
noted  in  some  sanitary  conveniences  and  staircases.

The  number  of  ashbins  emptied  continues  to  increase  and  the  refuse 
continues  to  increase  in  bulk.  Most  of  the  refuse  is  hot/  general  rubbish, 
tins  and  pamper  and  contains  very  little  ash.  In  spite  of  laboiur  shortages 
and  high  sickness  absenteeism  it  v/as  possible  for  a  weekly  refuse  collection 
service  to  be  maintained,  except  immediately  following  holida,ys  and  periods 
when  sicloiess  ma.do  it  impossible  to  operate  gangs  at  full  strength.  With 
the  present  acute  shortage  of  labour  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult 
to  operate  a  satisfactory  service.  New  development,  Manchester  overspill, 
and  redevelopment  are  adding  to  the  difficulties.  Usually  when  pleeming 
an  estate  very  little  thought  is  given  to  providing  easy  access  for  dust¬ 
bin  removal. 


Provision  of  Ashbins. 

As  from  1st  April,  1952,  ashbins  Virere  supplied  by  the  Council  as  a 
charge  against  General  Rate  Fund  and  since  that  date  6,371  ashbins  have 
been  supplied.  During  the  year  533  bins  were  supplied  to  domestic 
premises  and  22  bins  were  sold. 

Pail  Collection 

The  pails  serving  the  40  -  50  hillside  farms  and  cottages  are 
emptied  each  week  on  Saturday  morning  -  including  holiday  periods.  A 
pail  collection  trailer  is  used  and  the  contents  are  discharged  into  a 
s  CY/er .

Dukinfield,  King  Street  Clinic 

The  total  of  now  cases  attending  and  the  total  attendances  fell 
during  the  year,  from  252  to  226  and  3? 730  to  3»343<>  This  is,  I  think, 
due  to  the  opening  of  the  new  clinic  in  October.  The  Committee  con¬ 
sidered  the  question  of  heating  this  clinic  as  the  present  system  is 
old,  outworn  and  time  consuming  to  operate.  After  approving  a  scheme 
submitted  by  the  District  Architect  it  v/as  decided  to  postpone  any 
action  for  twelve  months  at  the  request  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

The  loss  of  Miss  C.  Hollings  in  June  was  a  sad  blov/  to  us  all. 

She  had  been  with  us  since  1955  and  was  a  dedicated  worker  in  the 
health  field.  Her  conscientious  enthusiasm  kept  her  at  vrork  when  she 
was  far  from  v^ell  and  such  was  her  nature  that  she  had  to  be  persuaded 
to  take  a  rest  from  which  she  never  returned  to  duty.  At  the  time  of 
writing  I  have  also  to  record  the  death  of  Miss  W.  E.  Beresford  under 
circumstances  rather  similar  to  that  of  Miss  Hollings.  She  was  also 
on  duty  when  acutely  ill  and  had  to  be  talcen  home.  She  had  been  a 
health  visitor  in  Dukinfield  since  1955  snd  had  done  a  great  deal  for 
the  mothers,  babies  and  older  people  in  the  tov/n. 

As  in  Stalybridge  'we  T/ere  fortunate  indeed  to  get  firs.  Murphy  to 
come  and  help  out  on  a  sessional  basis.  Without  her  v/e  should  have  had 
a  very  difficult  time  and  especially  now  as  Mes,  Knowles  would  have 
been  alone  trying  to  do  the  v/ork  of  three. 

Dukinfield,  Dewsnap  Lane  Clinic 

This  building  v/as  completed  during  the  year  and  we  began  to  use  it 
during  October.  It  is  a  pleasant  building  and  quite  adequate  for  our 
purposes  at  the  moment.  The  mothers  who  live  in  the  area  are  very 
appreciative  of  the  services  wo  provide  at  this  end  of  the  town  and  it  is 
being  used  more  and  more.  As  I  pointed  out  at  the  time  the  same  staff

are  operating  the  tv^o  clinics  now  instead  of  one  so  that  we  are  unahle  to 
do  extra  sessions  -  hut  we  are  using  the  new  building  as  much  as  possible 
without  depriving  the  King  Street  Clinic  of  services. 

Health  Centre,  Stalybridge 

During  19^5?  the  number  of  attendances  at  this  Centre  increased  from 
3,154  to  3,521,  although  the  number  of  new  cases  fell  to  I64  from  229* 

This  latter  figure  is  compatible  with  the  lower  birth  rate  in  Stalybridge 
over  the  same  period.  During  the  year  we  lost  the  services  of  both  Jlrs. 

Potts  and  Miss  Howarth  and  they  v/ere  replaced  by  Miss  Garner  who  began  duties 
at  the  end  of  July.  We  v/ere  thus  one  health  visitor  short  for  almost  half 
the  year.  We  were,  however,  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  on  a 
sessional  basis  of  Miss  Lonsdale  who  was  until  recently  a  Health  Visitor  at 
Hyde.  We  are  grateful  to  her  for  the  help  she  has  given  us. 

Millbrook  Clinic 

At  this  Clinic  the  number  of  a,ttendances  increa.sed  from  1,217  to  1,276 
which  is  very  gratifying  as  there  had  been  a  decline  in  numbers  up  to  two 
years  ago.  I  still  feel  that  this  Clinic  is  under  used  and  I  wrould  like  to 
see  an  extension  of  services  there  provided  alv/ays  that  there  was  available 
staff. 

Voluntary  Workers 

Once  again  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  and  the  nursing  staff  I  would 
like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  v/ork  so  willingly 
and  cheerfully  given  at  the  Dukinfield,  Stalybridge  and  Millbrook  Clinics  by 
the  voluntary  workers  during  the  year. 

General 


Points  of  general  interest  during  the  year  are  connected  with  staff  and 
buildings.  Wliereas  until  a  few  years  ago  the  area  was  divided  among  seven 
health  visitors  v/e  are  now  reduced  to  three  with  the  additional  assistance 
of  two  nurses  whose  help  is  quite  invaluable  even  though  they  are  only  able  to 
come  and  conduct  sessions  for  us. 

This  shortage  of  health  visiting  staff  is  making  it  impossible  to  carry 
out  the  County  policy  of  attachment  to  general  practitioners  which  had  started 
so  smoothly  with  one  group  practice  in  Stalybridge  early  in  1965* 

As  already  mentioned  v/e  occupied  the  new  building  in  Dewsnap  Lane, 
Dulcinfield,  with  satisfactory  results  and,  in  addition  to  the  normal  clinics 
there, we  have  made  available  room  for  weekly  meetings  of  the  handicapped 
persons  club.  The  siting  of  the  building  has  proved  to  be  a  sensible  one  and 
many  mothers  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  its  easy  access. 

The  benefits  derived  from  having  all  the  services  under  one  roof  in 
the  Stalybridge  building  are  now  very  apparent  in  the  more  efficient  use  of 
staff  and  speed  in  deafing  with  problems  involving  more  than  one  individual. 


IV  - 


V/e  were  very  sorry  to  lose  the  efficient  services  of  lirs.  J. 
Addy  in  October.  Llrs.  Addy  was  in  the  main  responsible  for  the 
immunisation  programme  and  had  done  an  excellent  job  during  the 
years  she  was  v;ith  us.  Me  ?/ish  her  well  in  her  work  with  the  new 
Citizens  Advice  Bureau. 


Births 


In  1965  there  were  6II  births  notified  compared  vvith  645 
1964?  of  these  I4  were  stillbirths.  The  number  of  births  taking 
place  in  hospital  or  maternity  hones  remained  at  5QJ^.  This  means 
a  greater  strarn  on  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  which  is 
also  dealing  to  a  greater  degree  with  early  discharges  from 
hospital.

DAY  NURSERIES 


The  cost  of  the  Day  Nursery  service  continues  to  increase  year 
by  year  and  I965  was  no  excex^tion  to  this  rule.  As  far  as  Dulcinfiold 
Nursery  was  concerned  there  a  decrease  from  19/&fd  a  day  to  18/4'^« 
There  v/ere  approxiiiia,tely  12  x^riority  cases  out  of  the  total  of  35 
approved  places.

■vThen  requested  the  Coirr.ittee  has  always  taken  a  sympathetic  view  of  those 
in  need  and  apa,rt  from  general  help)  by  the  provision  of  wheel  cha-irs, 
nursing  requisites  and  domestic  help,  ten  handicapped  persons  were 
assisted  by  providing  such  improvements  as  approach  to  the  garage  or 
conversion  and  aids  within  the  house.  In  addition  you  gave  financial 
assistance  to  seventeen  handicapxDed  x>er8ons  for  whom  a  convalescent 
holiday  had  been  arranged  by  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Cripples'  Help 
Society,  Four  car  badges  were  issued  to  physically  handicapped  persons  - 
whilst  not  providing  immunity  against  parking  restrictions  these  ba^dges 
indicate  that  the  car  belongs  to  and  is  driven  by  a  xliysically  handi¬ 
capped  person.

Incontinence  pads  continue  to  be  the  main  demand  and  prove  to  be 
a  most  useful  nursing  aid.

B.C.Go  Vaccination 


Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  pursued  as  vigorously  as  in 
the  past  and  your  medical  officer  is  actively  engaged  with  a  small 
research  group  concerned  with  improving  technique.  During  the  year  we 
achieved  v/hat  may  prove  to  be  a  revolutionary  step  by  introducing  and 
reporting  on  the  technique  of  vaccination  by  a  Jet  injector.  The 
results  so  far  are  very  encouraging  and  the  method  employed  is  not  only 
quicker  and  safer  but  also  one  V7ith  least  effect  on  the  mind  of  the 
apprehensive  child. 
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The  acceptance  rate  this  year  was  76. 18/^, still  lower  than  the  QOfo 
we  acheived  in  19^4  -  I  v/ould  strongly  urge  parents  to  consent  to  this 
vaccination  particularly  when  their  children  reach  the  senior  schools » 

The  vaccination  of  contacts,  usually  hahies,  continues  and  30 
children  7/ere  successfully  treated  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  cases  were  also  dealt 
with  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  under  the  Mental  Health  and  allied 
Acts . 


22  male  and  49  female  patients  were  treated  at  Out-patient  Clinics 
during  the  year,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for  their  admittance 
to  hospital. 

In  the  case  of  l6  male  and  15  female  patients,  information  v/as  laid 
to  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  but  after  investigation  of  the 
circumstances,  no  further  action  v/as  taken  under  the  Mental  Health 
Act. 


The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  visited  300  cases  in  their  homes  with 
the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  within  the  district  with  a  view  to 
deciding  the  best  form  of  treatment  to  be  afforded  to  the  patient. 

4  male  and  7  female  patients  wore  referred  to  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  for  admission  to  residential  accommodation. 

4  male  and  3  female  patients  mqxq  admitted  into  Ashton  General 
Hospital  on  a  day  basis. 

1  male  and  3  female  subnormal  patients  7;ere  admitted  into  hospital 
for  periods  of  short  term  care,  to  relieve  the  parents  of  the 
responsibility  for  a  short  while. 

2  female  subnormal  patients  have  been  admitted  into  permanent  care. 

3  male  and  4  female  patients  were  referred  to  other  Agencies  not 
enumerated  above  -  i.e.  Ministry  of  Labour,  etc. 
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1  male  subnormal  patient  \7as  admitted  into  hospital  on  a 
Probation  Order. 

After-care  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  within  the 
district  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  948  visits 
have  been  made  for  the  whole  of  the  district. 

Domiciliary  supervision  of  subnormal  and  severely  subnormal 
patients  has  been  carried  out  within  the  district. 

88  patients  have  been  conveyed  to  Out-patient  Clinics  for 
consultation  with  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist,  or  to  receive 
treatment  throughout  the  year,  when  necessary. 

The  Youth  Club  for  subnormals  still  continues  to  meet  on 
Wednesday  evening  of  each  week,  at  the  Grange  Road  Training 
Centre. 
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
